Circle Of Fire Faced By Germans At Crucial Period Of War 


London, July 8.—The head 


of the German, staff must be 
faced with Difficult and per- 
plexing problems at the pres- 
ent moment- He must decide 
how to meet the new, co-or- 
dinated strategy of the en- 
tente allies and how best to 
utilize Germany's available 
military resources. 
' 


Never before in the history 


of the war has Germany been 
called upon to meet a strong 
double offensive on both the 
western and eastern fronts. 


General Haig's "We resumed 
a vigoroni off entire at 
dawn'" coming on top of the 
opening of a new offensive 
against Marshal Hindenburj 
by General Everet, is a new 
experience for the German 
staff. 


General Everet's attack is 


being made on a 100 mile 
front running approximately 
from the Vilna line north to 
Baranovichi in the south. 
The seriousness of the crisis is 
reflected in the paucity of in- 
formation given the German 


public in Berlin's official bul- 
letins which at last admit the 
loss of Hem and Belloy on the 
western front. 
There is no 


confirmation of the report 
from Rome that the whole 
German line on the eastern 
front is retiring bnt the Rus- 
sians continue to report suc- 
cess after success. 


The last official statement 


issued by Berlin admits a re- 
tirement from a salient in the 
Ozartorysk region, and the 
Russian statement 
cavalry 


has 
captured 
Mamevitchi, 


which is only some fifty miles 
from Kovel. 


Clearly the Russian offen- 


sive 
towards 
Baranovichi, 


Kovel and Lemberg, added to 
the collapse of the Austrians, 
greatly endangers the whole 
German lines. Heavy fight- 
ing is continuing along the 
whole line and the Russians 
are adding to their captures 
of prisoners and booty hour- 
ly. Prisoners captured by the 
Russians during the past few 
days number nearly 20,000. 


The question whether Great 


Britain will be able to main- 
tain an adequate supply of 
ammunition at the present 
rate of wastage received an 
answer in part today from 
Frederick G. Kellaway, M. P-, 
secretary to Dr. Christopher 
Addison, who next to David 
Lloyd George, is the most im- 
portant official in the min- 
istry of munitions. Mr. Kella- 
way says: 


"We are not yet at the full 


flood of our output of guns 
and shells. If the Germans 
cannot be driven home other- 


wise, our army ehall have 
such a supply of guns that the 
limbers shall touch each other 
in a continuous line from the 
Somme to the sea." 


He added that ninety new 


arsenals had been provided 
and that 
4,000 controlled 


firms are producing muni- 
tions. The total number of 
munition workers in 1914, he 
said, was .under two millions 
and there now are three and 
a half millions. The labor 
problem, Mr. Kellaway assert- 
ed, has been to a large extent 
solved by the women. Before 


the war 184,000 women were 
engaged in war industries.

It Is from the three 


with ^whom we have teen traveling 
recently, Paul and Silas and Timothy, 
faithful and devoted witnesses to the 
risen living Christ, and It la to the 
helievers who lived on earth at Thes- 
salonlca, out were really in God tho 
Father and in the Lord Jesus Christ 
an to their heavenly standing (I Thess. 
1..1; II Thess, 1, 1). It was by the 
gospel of God and of Christ, In the 
power of the Holy Spirit, that they 
were led Into this holy position and 
the assurance of it, and the apostles' 
desire for them was that they would 
walk worthy of God, who had given 
them this great joy and called them 
unto His kingdom and glory (chapter 
I, 6, G; H, 2, 4, 8, 9, 12; ill, 2; iv, 1). 


The one only thing that a sinner is 


asked to do and can do is to turn from 
his sins to God and receive the Lord 
Jesus Christ aa bis own personal 
Saviour. That makes him to be in 
God and In Christ and secures to him 
all the benefits of the finished work 
of the Lord Jesus, life eternal, tho 
forgiveness of sina, acceptance, lu 
Christ and a Joint heirshlp with Him 
without any works whatever or any 
merit on the part of the sinner. 


Having eternal redemption, our one 


occupation Is summed up In serving 
the living and true God, which means 
with quietness doing our own busi- 
ness, filling the place He assigns us, 
living together with Him, as children 
of light rejoicing, in everything giving 
thanks and trusting the God of Peace 
to do all In us and through us because 
of His faithfulness (chapters 1, 9; Iv, 
11; v, 5,10,11M8, 23, 24). 


Earing become followers of Christ, 


who suffered everything and was kill- 
ed for our sakes, we must not shrink 
from suffering with Him and being 
killed for His sake, never pleasing 
men, 
but only and always pleasing 


God, 
who trlctb our hearts (chapters 


1. 6; Iv, 14, 15; 111, 4). 
Being deliv- 


ered from the wrath to come, of which 
He speaks more fully In the second 
epistle, OUP attitude should always be 
that of waiting for His return. Our 
Individual personal salvation Is three- 
fold—we are saved, we are working 
it out, and we watt for the redemption 
of the body at His coming. This in 
simply stated In chapter 1, 0, 10, but 
see also Rom. v, 1, 2; Tit II, 1103; I 
John III, 1, 2. There 19 another nnd 
larger threefold view of salvation, cov- 
ering the whole church, which shall 
be caught up at His coming, then the 
salvation of all Israel at Mis coming 
back with us In His glory, 'and after 
that tho salvation of all notions, so 
that "salvation," one of the greatest 
words In tho Bible, has a sixfold sig- 
nificance, reaching on to the kingdom 
when the earth shall be filled with the 
glory of the Lord.

In our climate 
it'is almost a necessity for teach- 
er and student to have surcease 
from school -work during the long 
heated term; 'but I believe the va- 
cation is wrongly placed. It ought 
to come within the school year, 
not at its close. 
In its 
present 


position there can 'be no work as- 
signed, for, speaking 
generally, 


the teachers of 
the 
completed 


year have no control over the stu- 
dent in the year he will begin in 
the autumn. If a student is in- 
dustrious be may carry on work 
in the continued 
branches, but 


will do and can do little or noth- 
ing as 
regards new 
studios— 


Greek, higher mathematics, phy- 
siology or what not—in the mys- 
teries of which he lias not yet been 
inducted.

I am aware of the existence of

certain pedagogic 
prejudice 


against 'burdening children, with 
school work during the long vaca- 
tion. 
What I am advocating is 


not the projection 
of the school 


year with its tasks 
and mental 


circumscription into the vacation, 
for I myself believe that one of 
the advantages of our long recess 
is that it gives the child's indi- 
vidualUy a chance to develop. I 
maintain, however, that the as- 
signing of a small amount of work 
docs not interfere with the child's 
freedom. 
Jn the lower grades a 


very small amount suffices to keep 
up an interest and to preserve a 
continuity of thought, which is 
all that we need strive for. Jn 
the case of older pupils and cer- 
tainly of college students we could 
well ask not merely tho preserva- 
tion of the mental status quo but 
enough work, proportionate to the 
length of the vacation, to carry 
the student, a little beyond where 
10 left oil'—and this again with- 
out materially infringing on our 
youths' traditional claim 
to 
a 


care-free holiday. When student 
and teacher meet in the fall. wor"l 
would commence at once with th r 


accumulated 
energy 
resulting 


from a sane combination of work 
and play during 
the 
summer. 


There would he no loss, but in- 
stead a great gain in momentum. 
Consider the totality of gain in 
the period from the. first grade 
until the close of tho four years' 
ollege. course, a matter of four- 
teen or sixteen years. 


The change T have suggested is 


applicable to all schools, element- 
nry. high school, college and uni- 
versity, and can be brought about 
without doing any violence to the 
fundamental principles of our ed- 
ucational system.

Local German's View Of European War

The long predicted big British- 


French push in conjunction with 
the new Russian . and 
Italian 


drives developed last Saturday 
after a seven days' pauseless over- 
ture of the big and biggest guns 
of both allies in 
the 
historic 


Somme valley* between Arras and 
Albert where the 
new 
British 


sector joins the French line on the 
western front. In an initial suc- 
cess the Alilcs forced the Ger- 
mans out of their first line demol- 
ished trenches, but not until they 
had spiked their guns, and south 
of the river a'division had 
to be 


taken back to a provisory line be- 
hind Ihe first one.. Half a dozen 
villages between the lines, where 
the Germans held their first line 
supports and relief reserves, were 
occupied 
by 
the 
British 
and 


French, hut, .up to this writing 
they had nowhere -broken into the 
main line of the Germans. 


The German commands count- 


ed with the possible loss of the ad- 
vance trenches on the

big 


loiv and manned them mainly 
ivifh machine gun- detachments.

The 
exterior is covered with wide shingles, painted white; the roof shingles are stained green. 
The entire interior would be most appropriate in white enamel, though various hardwoods in 
natural finish could be used.

A COMPARISON IN FIGURES 


London and New York, are by'far, the two biggest cities of the 


world, with each 'claiming to be greater than the other. 


Being American, New York,,naturally enough,.has the bigger 


indebtedness, $757,000, against $558,583,980 for the British metrop- 
olis Her taxable valuation is also bigger, twice in fact and $8,- 
460,000 as compared with $4,000,000. There are 1,250,000 persons 
of foreign birth in New York and only 153,000 in London. There 
were 61,107 -weddings in the former and 40,201 in the latter in 1915. 
Last year 5,750 persons met their.death.by accident in New York 
and only 1,846 in London. Perhaps,.the operation of 100,000 au- 
tomobiles in the one and 8,318 in the other mayjpartially account 
for the wide difference, although London had ^25,800 street acci- 
dents and New York 24,300! The variation between American and 
continental life is shown in the fact that Gotham has 700 hotels 
while London town has only 250. In theatres the two are prac- 
tically even, 132 to 140, but London is more-than double in-banks,. 
having 140 as against 120. -It would appear New York is the more 
important commercially since New York's annual bank clearances 
exceed those of her.rival-by.over, fourteen billion dollars.

THE TEUTONIC LINES 


London, July 8-—-With the ait 


of innumerable guns and waves 
of infantry, the British ,army con- 
tinues to make slow progress in 
its effort to bring the; front line 
being the Ancre, .on a level with 
the French line further 
south, 


the French haying pushed further 
ahead than their jiUies. 


This effort on the part of the 


British has led to the most furious 
fighting in which 
the 
British 


troops have been engaged. The 
flower of the German* army has 
born brought forward to oppose 
them and guns and 
ammunition 


are being used lavishly. 


According to reports from Hol- 


land, Belgium has been denuded 
of German soldiers to meet the 
Anglo-French offensive 
and tho 


railway stations, 
even in 
the 


larger towns are guarded by the 
older reservists. 
In London the

General Sir Douglas 
Haig,. are 


awaited eagerly, and although the 
arrival of •wounded tells tho price 
"which is being-paid for the ad- 
vanee, the news of the small gains 
is being received with quiet satis- 
faction.

junctions at Delatyn in Galicia, 
Kovcl, in Volhyriia and BaronT 
vichi north of the Pripet marshes. 
Little nejvs has, been received in 
regard to the fighting in the re- 
gion of Baronovichi. In Galicia 
and Volyhahia, however, tho Teu- 
tons admit the 
withdrawal of 


their line, the retirements having 
been forced by the rapid advance 
of the Russians in Galicia and the
